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SUPPLEMENT 
TO THE MULTILATERAL MEMORANDUM OF 
UNDERSTANDING ON THE NATO E-3A COOPERATIVE PROGRAMME 

CONCERNING THE 
ACCESSION OF 
THE GOVERNMENT OF THE REPUBLIC OF POLAND 



The Governments of Belgiiun, Canada, Denmark, Gennany, Greece, Hungary, 
Italy, Luxembowg, The Netherlands, Norway, Portugal, Spain, Turkey, United Kingdom 
and United States (hereafter referred to as the 'Tarticipants'O^ 

HAVING undertaken a cooperative NATO E-3 A programme pursuant to the 
Multilateral Memorandum of Understanding on the NATO E-3 A Cooperative Programme, 
signed on 6 December 1978, as Addended on 10 December 1990, amended on 13 August 
1 997, supplemented on 11 December 1998 for the accession of Spain, amended on 8 April 
2004, supplemented on 22 December 2005 for the accession of Hungary, and amended on 
1 4 February 2006 (hereafter referred to as the MMOU, as Addended); 

HAVING received the request of the Government of the Republic of Poland to 
participate in the NATO E-3 A Cooperative Programme in accordance with the provisions 
of the MMOU, as Addended; and 

HAVING consulted regarding the accession of the Government of the Republic of 
Poland; 

CONCUR that, by accepting the conditions detailed in the following Articles, the 
Republic of Poland accedes to the MMOU, as Addended; and the Government of the 
Republic of Poland AGREES: 

ARTICLE 1 

The Government of the Republic of Poland h^eby accedes to the Multilateral 
Memorandum of Understanding, as Addended, and will comply with the provisions 
thereof, implementing agreements thereto, and documents and decisions approved by the 
NATO AEW&C Programme Management Organization (NAPMO) Board of Directors 
(BOD). 

ARTICLE n 

The Government of the Republic of Poland, as a member state of NAPMO, shall 
have one voting member on the NAPMO BOD and committees on the same basis as all 
other NAPMO participating nations. However, the Republic of Poland will have no rights, 
including voting rights, in relation to NATO AEW&C Programme matters decided prior to 
the Republic of Poland's accession for which the Republic of Poland did not make a 
financial contribution. 
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ARTICLE III 



Taking into account the financial contributions ceiling, applicable to the 
Participants other than Hungary, of U.S. $ 1200 Million (Base Year First Quarter 1996) for 
the Mid-Term Modernisation Programme, as set forth in the MMOU, as Addended, the 
Government of the Republic of Poland will pay, as an additional contribution to the NATO 
E-3A Mid-Term Modernisation Progranmie, a ceiling amount equal to 3% of the Mid- 
Term Modernization Programme contributions ceiling, as reduced by the administrative 
costs expended and paid from other Nations' contributions prior to the effective date of this 
Supplement. The Government of the Republic of Poland will pay its contribution to the 
Mid-Term Modernization Programme between the years 2006 and 201 1. Also taking into 
account the Participants* financial contributions ceiling of U.S. $ 200 Million (TY) for the 
Large Aircraft Infrared Counter Measxires (LAIRCM) project as set forth in the MMOU, as 
Addended, the Government of the Republic of Poland will contribute 3% to the LAIRCM 
project ceiling amount. 

The Government of the Republic of Poland will also pay: 

a. An amount of U.S. $ 1,191,000 which is equal to 3% of the Programme 
Generated Income in the Programme; 

b. An amount equal to 3% of any other approved expenditure resulting from 
the NATO AEW&C Programme, not included above or expended from Programme 
Generated Income, as from the date of entry into force of this Supplement; and 

c. As of the year 2006, annxial contributions to the NATO E-3 A Operations 
and Support costs, as further defined in the Supplement concerning the accession of the 
Republic of Poland to the Memorandum of Understanding for Operations and Support of 
the NATO AEW&C Force, dated 26 September 1984 and revised on 27 March 2003. 



ARTICLE IV 

The Government of the Republic of Poland will assign personnel to NAPMA in 
accordance with policies and procedures as agreed by the NAPMO BOD. 

ARTICLE V 

This Supplement to the MMOU, as Addended, will become effective on the date of 
the last signature.
